
EC Coach Suffers Relapse
Having suffered a relapse 

at noon Wednesday. Coacli 
Norm Verry of Kl Camino Col­ 
lege was still reported in a pre­ 
carious condition at St. Vin­ 
cent's Hospital, Los Angeles, 
yesterday.

"The c«ach is on tlie border­ 
line of being in critical condi­ 
tion." Dr. Theodore Kurze. 
ncurosurgeon in attendance of 
the college instructor, report­ 
ed yesterday "He was do­ 
ing exceedingly well until noon 
Wednesday," the physician 
observed.

Coach Verrv was stricken

by a brain hemorrhage while 
vacationing at Lake Tahoe sev­ 
eral years ago. A second attack 
occurred on Sept. 23. while the 
popular gridiron figure was 
accompanying h i s Warrior 
fool ball team to Boise, Idaho, 
for a game there.

The coach was hospitalized 
at Washo Medical Center for a 
week, following an emergency 
landing of the chartered flight 
in Reno, Ncv. Preliminary X- 
rays were, taken this week, fol­ 
lowing the patient's return by 
air ambulance Saturday and

his admission to St. Vincent's 
Hospital in Los Angeles.

Dr. Kurzc said that continu­ 
ed diagnostic studies will be 
necessary before surgery can 
be considered. A continuation 
of these studies was scheduled 
to occur Friday, prior to the 
relapse.

Condition of the former 
Trojan All-American since the 
third attack Wednesday has re­ 
mained unchanged. Hospital 
reports indicate that speech 
has been affected and that 
some paralysis is evident. Sim­

ilar reactions followed the 
Hcno hemorrhage.

The doctor said the the ori­ 
gin of the source of bleeding 
has remained obscure, al­ 
though it is likely that a blood 
vessel defect exists at the base 
of the brain. This, he said, is 
the most common cause of 
hemorrhages of the type suf­ 
fered by the physical education 
instructor.

Dr. Kurze. affiliated with 
the medical department of the 
University of Southern Califor­ 
nia, is visiting the popular 
coach three times daily.
